Irish Wolfhounds. 


When I saw three fine specimens of the 
Irish wolfhound following their master 
the other morning, it occurred to me that 
the breed does not show many ftignys of 


deterioration, in spite of the fact that the 


menace which they were originally in- 
tended to combat has long passed from 
this country. It was not always so; for 
in the year 1662 Ireland was so preety 
infested with wolves that a bill was 
brought into Parliament to encourage the 
killing of them. Rewards .were offered 
for the heads of the animals, and for the 
next forty years Irish wolfhounds had a 
I .

after. the ancient forests had been cut 
down, and it was the practice to use small 
dogs of the poirver type, called scent- 
hounds, to nose out the quarry before the 
wolf dogs were launched after him. The 
last wolf is said to have been killed in 


Kerry in the year 1710. Since then the 
Irish wolfhound, owing probably to the 
antiquity of the breed, has become a kind 
of national emblem. Dogs of this type 
from Ireland were exhibited at the Cir- 
censian Games in Rome during the fourth 
century. They were regularly exported 
from Ireland in the middle ages, and are 
mentioned in the Welsh laws of Howel 
Dha as belonging exclusively to the Cam- 
brian princes and nobility. According to 
these regulations, severe penalties were 
liable to be inflicted on those who might 
injure them. I do not know how far the 
Irish wolf dog of to-day would be able to 
cope with his hereditary enemy; the 
Rorzoi. or Asiatic wolf dogs, were found 
to be unsuitable when tried r7rinst wolves 
years ago.

Gommy Furlong. 


\ correspondent writes :—There are, for- 
tunately, scattered here and there among 
us a few people who possess the spon- 
taneous gift of cheerfulness under all cir- 
cumstances, and whose appearance in any 
company may be trusted to raise the gene- 
ral level of good humour. So far as this 
city is concerned, within the jast week the 
ever-diminishing number of these bright 
influences has been reduced by one—and 
that one so genial and attractive that 
everyone who came within its wide range 
feels sadder and lonelier to-day.

LEFT £20,000 TO LONDON

The will of a rich woman, who left her 
estate, said to be worth about £20,000, to a 
London osteopathic physician, was challenged 
before Lord Merrivale and a special jury in 
the Probate Court, London, yesterday. 

Dr. Oswald Birrell Deiter, of Park lane, 
W., was the plaintiff, and Annie Mary (Lady) 
McFarland, of Belgrave road, Victoria, mother 
of Sir Basil Alexander MeFarland, of Aber- 
fovie, Co. Londonderry, was the defendant. 

The dispute concerned the will of Miss 
Elizabeth Sarah Talbot, who died on Feb- 
ruary 4, 1932, at the age of 72, 

Dr. Deiter propounded a document of 
January 7, 1932, which, he said, was Miss 
Talbot’s last will, under which he was the 
sole executor and universal legatee. 

Lady McFarland asserted that that will 


was not duly executed; that Miss Talbot did 


not know and approve its contents, and that 
at the time of its execution Miss Talbot was 
not of sound mind, memory and under- 
standing.

DYING FATHER’S 
APPLICATION. 


Mr. and Mrs, Geoghegan and their children 
had lived ‘together at St. Declan road until 
the end of 1930, said Mr. Hughes. About 
the end of 193). the father, became ill and 
went to, St, Vincest’s Hospital. While he 
was there an application was made in his 
name for an order for Aabeas corpus in 
respect of his children. The application. did 
not contemplate that the children should be 
delivered to him. but was designed to break 
up his home and give his children primarily 
to his sister, Miss Cecilia Geoghegan, who 
was a newsagent, of 7 Molesworth streets 
Dublin, with a view to her putting them into 
certain institutions. The order was granted, 
and their lordships' might remember the 
dramatic circumstances in which the children 
were taken screaming from court. The 
children were in that way taken from their 
mother. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that, so far as 
the present application was concerned, they 
could not go into the propriety or impro- 
priety of the order, or the merits of the case, 
or the removal of the children in dramatic 
circumstances, The Court had to take the 
material facts, and they started with the fact 
that an order had been made by the Conrt 
directing that the children should be handed 
aver, Hé thought tfiat it was: desirable that 
Mr. Hughes should state the facts without 
any inflammable language. The Court 
started with the order of the 26th March, 
1931, and must assume that it was properly 
made, 

Mr, Hughes said that he hoped he had 
not used any inflammable language. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—Picturesque, 


WELFARE OF CHILDREN, |, 


Mr. Hughes said that the conditional order 
was made on the 6th March, 1931, in the 
name of the father, who was then in hospital. 
On the 26th March, 1931, that order was 
made absolute; on the 28th March, 1931, 
the children were handed over to Miss 
Geoghegan ; on the Sth April, 1931, the father 
died ; on the i5th April, 1931, notice of appeal 
against the order was served, and on the 
20th January, 1932, the appeal came before 
the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court held that they had no 
jurisdiction to hear the ‘appeal, as the re- 
spondent, the father, was dead. The father 
had made a will on the 2nd January, 1931, 
by which he appointed the Rev. John 
Flanagan, P.P,, testamentary guardian of his 
children. In these circumstances, the pro- 
ceedings in the Supreme Court were dropped, 
and the matter began ab initio, 

On the 15th April, 1932, a new application 
for a conditional order of Aabeds corpus was 
brought by the mother, and was granted, 
and on the 4th May, 1932, notice of motion 
was served to make absolute the conditional 
order, On the 29th June, 1932, the applica- 
tion to make absolute the conditional order 
was before the court, when it was. adjourned, 
liberty being given to serve notice on Father 
Flanagan. Father Flanagan had put in an 
affidavit, which;~he-sabmitteds-was not an 
answer to the application. 

‘The application, “said: Mr. Hughes, was 
made on the grounds that the legitimate 
mother of young children, whose father was 
dead, had certain rights of custody as against 
strangers, and that the welfare of the children 
was the paramount consideration. 

Mr, Justice O’Byrne—When you use the 
word ‘‘strangers,’’ do you include in it a 
testamentary guardian? 

Mr. Hughes—No, because he has greater 
rights than a stranger; but as regards the 
testamentary guardian, I will submit he has 
no greater rights than the father himself 
would have. 


ORDER OF 1931. 


Considering the welfare of the children, 
the propositions which he put were, ‘briefly, 
that it was not in the interest of the children 
that they should be deprived of the home 
life which they had experienced, and that 
they should be kept separately in institu- 
tions when there was a home’ waiting to 
receive them, and that it: was net in their 
interest. that they should be brought up in 
different religions, having regard to their 
history. The three eldest children, who were 
with. th ir mother, were [rotestants, and 
had be a brought up as Protestants, and 
the fot youngest had been baptised both 
as Protestants and as Roman Catholics, and 
were, according to the mother’s evidence, 
brought up as Protestants while they were 
under her care. That, it was only right to 
say, added Mr. Hughes, had been contro- 
verted by the father. 

The testamentary guardian's rights being 
no greater than those of the father, the 
testamentary guardian, he submitted, had no 
right to break up the family and ‘take the 
children. from their mother. 

Mr, Justice O'Byrne said that the Court 
had decided that the children should be 
taken out of the custody of the mother 
and handed over to the person named by 
them, to be brought up in the religion of 
their father.

Mr. Hughes replied that it was, but that 
different circumstances bad arisen, the father 
having since died, 
Mr, Justice Hanna said that he thought 
that it appropriate for

Mr. Hughes said that they were not so 
meant; but. he submitted that undue regard 
should not be given to the father’s testamen- 
tary direction so as to oust the mother. - 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that this ‘seemed 
to be an attempt to go into a Wattér that 
had been already decided. 

Mr. Hughes said that on the former occa- 
sion all the facts were not before the Court 
that would induce the Court to say that the 
testamentary direction of the father was to 
be binding for ever in such a way as to oust 
the mother from custody of the children for 
the rést of her life. | 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that the reflec- 
tions on the father were either gone into on 
the last occasion or they.were.not. If they 
were, then counsel was bound by the decision 
of the Court,, If they were not, then counsel 
was now’ making the reflectioris for the first 
time, and there would be great difficulty in 
giving any effect to them. Counsel had an 
opportanity of dealing with them before. 

r. Hughes said that the reflections were 
based on documents which spoke for them- 
selves. 

Mr, Justice Sullivan remarked that when 
this man was alive his character was not 
attacked, but, now that he was dead, he was 
attacked, and the Court was asked to give 
weight to this post-mortem attack. 

Mr. Hughes said that the effect, of 
course, would be -reduced | by the fact 
that the man was dead, but the Court 
would “give the necessary weight to 
the pet eorter attack which was . borne 
out by documentary evidence. The mother 
had stated that the marriage was a forced 
one, and that her husband left her at the 
church door and did not come back until after 
the birth of the first child. The husband said 
that his wife’ was received into the Catholic 
Church, but she denied that, and he denied 
that he left her at the church door.’ and 
stated that he was with her at the birth of 
the first child.

Mr. Hughes, in conclusion, submitted that 
the mother of the children was a joint 
guardian. with the Very Rev.. Father 
Flanagan, and as such was entitled to their 
custody. He applied to. the Court for an 
order of Aabeas corpus.

By direction 
of the, Court. the children were directed to 
be handed over: Three of them went to the 
house ó[ their aunt; they remained there for 
w tittle, while and thea disappeared, and 
were, apparently, now living with their 
mother. She younger children were sent to 
various, homes, and the application had re- 
ference to those four children. The Courts 
never disregarded the opinion of the father 
as to the faith in which he wished that his 
children should be brought up. 

The father in this case made a will appoint- 
Ing a clergyman as the guardian of the 
children, and he directed that the children 
should be brought up in a certain religion. 
The guardian proved the will and expressed 
his willingness to undertake the duties cast 
upon him. He submitted that the application 
should be refused. 

Mr, Reardon said that in this case the 
mother of the children wished to get the 
custody of the children for the purpose. of 
bringing them up in the Protestant faith, The 
father in his life-time openly declared his 
wish to have the children brought up in the 
Catholic faith, and by his will gave an 
expressed direction to that effect to the testa- 
mentary guardian. Where parents disagreed 
the father’s wish prevailed. This application 
was quite untenable. 

Mr. Kelly and Miss Moran; on behalf of 
their clients, said that they would submit 
themselves to the order of the Court. 

Mr. Hughes said that his instructions were 
that the mother wanted the custody of the 
children to preserve the unity of the home; 
that she would prefer to bring up the 
children in the Protestant, religion; and, in 
the alternative, she would be willing to give 
an undertaking to bring up the. younger 
children in the Catholic religion. 


MOTHER’S WISH. 


Giving judgment, Mr.’ Justiee Sallivan said 
that this application was unusual, as. the 
father in his life-tima made an application 
seeking. ta recover’ from the mother the 
custody .of the four younger children of the 
marriage, as well as the three elder children, 
on the grotnd that he wished to bring them 
up in the Catholic faith _ This was one of the 
cases which arose from a mixed marrage 
which, from the facts disposed to in the affi- 
davits, did not turn out. in all úis very 
happily. An order was made on March 26, 
1931, directing that ail the seven children 
should be handed over to a nominee of the 
father in order to have them brought up in 
the Catholic faith. ‘The present application 
was brought by the mother 

There was no doubt in the minds of any- 
one about what was behind this application ; 
the mother wanted the children to bring them 
up as Protestants. 

The father, by his will, appointed the 
Very Rev. John Flanagan, p.b., Fairview, 
the guardian oí the seven children, and he 
directed that they should be brought up in 
the Catholic faith. The father had a right 
to say that his children should be brought 
up as Catholics; the order for Aabeas corpus 
was made absolute, and the children: were 
handed over to the nominee of the father. 
That order was made in March, 1931, and 
the propriety of that order could not be 
impeached in that Court.. The Court made 
an order that the children should be brought 
np as Catholics. What had occurred since 
March, 1931, which would authorise the 
Court to say that they should now be 
brought up as Protestants? The present 
application was to nullify the previous order, 
with the idea and intention of disregarding 
the father’s wish. . 

The father having settled the matter in a 
particular way, that Court would not 
interfere with his decision. The application 
must be refused. :

THE ‘QUESTION OF 
ARBITRATION. 


PROFESSIONALCIVIL 
SERVANTS’ VIEWS. 


T the resumed sitting of the Civil Service 

A Commission yesterday at Government 
Buildings, 

Dublin-—Mr. 

presiding, 

Major Brunicardi, President of the In- 
stitution of Professional Civil Servants, was 
examined. 

Speaking on behalf of the professional and 
technical classes, Major Brunicardi said that 
— embraced lawyers, medical doctors, 
architects, engineers and draughtsmen, The 
scale of salaries for draughtsmen was as low 
as £60 to £150 per annum. Other salaries in 
some cases were as high as £700 and £800 
ye annum, There were 450 members of his 

ngtitution... As*regards arbitration, the atti- 

tude of the mefiibers of the Institution was 
that they assumed that the Executive Council 
had agreed to arbitration. They had not de- 
voted any consideration to the question in 
relation to the over-riding powers of the 
Executive Council. 


EXECUTIVE’S DISCRETION. 

The Chairman sáid that in the financial 
system, apart from the Oireachtas, the 
Executive Council had responsibility and dis- 
cretion in dealing with matters that entered 
into the Budget. That discretion was vested 
in the Executive Council by the Constitution. 

Major Brunicardi said that they considered 
that arbitration having been decided on, it 
would be possible to carry an award inte 
effect, even if it conflicted with the exist- 
ing law by introducing new legislation. 
They considered that the Arbitration Board, 
having been set up by the Executive Council. 
the Council would. uaturally, have ifs awards 
made effective, ‘They expected the Govern- 
ment to say in advance that they would ba 
prepared to put into optration any award of 
the Arbitration Board. ‘hey considered that 
the question of promotions should be dealt 
with by the Arbitration Board and that pro- 
motion should be by merit. ‘The members’ 
object was to remove discontent from the 
Service. 

In reply to further questions, the witness 
said that it was to be assumed that the 
Executive Council and his institution, having 
accepted the principle of arbitration, were 
acting within the Constitution. The setting 
up of arbitration, he considered, was another 
means that the Executive Council had adopted 
of carrying out their powers under the 
Constitution. 


FAIR REMUNERATION. 


In reply to Lord Glenavy, the witness said 
that arbitration in thes® matters would only 
be relieving the Executive Council of facing 
the difficulty,.-1t would have to be decided 
whethér outside comiparable remuneration in a 
profession was the right principle to adopt in 
determining fair remuneration for professional 
services in the Civil Service. 

The Commission adjourned until 10.45 a.m.

STILL PRESSING FOR 
LEGISLATION.

ROFESSOR J. W. BIGGER, School of 
Pp Pathology, Trinity College, Dublin, 
resided last night at the annual 
ial meeting of the Irish Clean Muik 
Society, which was held at«Wynn’s Hotel, 
Dublin. 

The! reports for 1930-1 and 1931-2 were sub- 
mitted and adopted. 

The reports stated that the clean milk cam- 
paign was, undoubtedly, making headway, 
and, although the position remained un- 
changed regarding the lack of legislation, 
the moment when it could no longer be 
denied or evaded moved inevitably nearer, 

Professor Bigger said that the Society had 
heen in existence for something like) seven 
years, When it was formed they recom- 
mended their members to bug milk free from 
prejudicial bacteriology. . Thare. was then no 
milk of that kind to be obtained. Now there 
was plenty of safe milk to be obtained. The 
Infant Aid Society, which hed been made 
responsible for spending the £100,000 granted 
by the Government, had been supplying 
childven with safe and good milk, and every 
credit was due to that Society. They were 
still pressing for legislation. A few months 
ago Ban had been told that a bill was Ma 
drafted. They had heard that before, anc 
hoped now that they would soon get beyond 
that stage, and to that end they were going 
to ask the Free State Minister for Public 
Health to receive a deputation of an in- 
flnential character, This country had now 


become strongly protectionist, and they 
wanted protection for those who had 
put not merely their capital, but 


their brains into the production of safe, clean 
milk, People who had done that deserved 
to be protected under the promised bill, and 
they also claimed protection for infants,and 
children, so that their parents could supply 
them with milk which would do good to 
their systems, and would not do them harm, 
Leglislation was required, not only for the 
control of raw milk, but also pasteurised 
milk. 


SERIOUS SUBJECT, 


Dr. J. A. Harbison, Medical Officer of 
Health, County Dublin, said that to every 
Public Health Officer this was a serious sub- 


ject; for they realised the importance of milk 


in the lives of the citizens, to whose health

Tuberculous cattle should, he said, be ex- 
terminated, but that. was a gigantic 
problem, and, at the moment, a little 
beyond practical consideration, He was 
glad to say that in the County Dnublin 
they were making steady progress in 
the production of tubercle-free milk, Legisla- 
tion must be accompanied and preceded by 
education. They wanted legislation that dealt 
with persons as well as premises. 

The Dublin County Council already was 
engaged in re-organising its veterinary ser- 
vices with a view to seeing that milk would 
be produced under the best possible condi- 
tions. 


CLOSER CO-OPERATION, 


They wanted closer co-operation between 
the Department of Agriculture and the De. 
partment of Local Government, and between 
the officers serving those departments. Théy 
wanted also closer co-operation between those 
departments and the various State and volun- 
tary organisations in this community that 
were concerned with the production of clean 
milk, 

Dr. G. ©. Dockeray said that pasteurisa- 
tion should be efficiently carried out to the 
general benefit of the community, Epidemics 
had, in many cases, been due to faulty pas- 
teurisation. He held that a bonus should bi 
given to farmers who supplied good, clean, 
pasteurised milk. 

Professor M. Grimes, Department of Dairy 
Bacteriology, University College, Cork, said 
that the essentials for safe milk were that it 
must come from healthy cows, and must be 
handled under proper conditions... That was 
what they termed "“' Certified milk,” but fail. 
ing such milk, the remainder of the milk 
supply should be pasteurised under proper 
supervision, It shouid be understood. how- 
ever, that all milk should be produced by 
hygienic methods, whether or not it was sub- 
sequently to be pasteurised, The Irish Clean 
Milk Society had done its part, and was 
doing its part, to induce the people to drink 
more milk, and to see that milk was pro- 
vided, produced and retailed under proper

beasts is the widespread sale of milk 
which by no stretch of imagination can 
be called clean. There are three essentials 
of first-class. milk. It must come from 
clean cows; it must be produced in clean 
conditions, and it must be distributed in 
clean conditions. The majority of dairy- 
men observe one or two of these requisites ; 
very few observe all three, and so sell 
perfect milk. Far too frequently the cows 
are kept in dirty byres and are milked into 
buckets which certainly would not pass an 
inspector’s scrutiny. The milk is dis- 
tributed in cars of antique pattern, fitted 
with great taps which collect a coating of 
the dust thrown up from the streets. 
Furthermore, multitudes of the tiny shops 
which retail milk throughout Dublin and 
other Irish towns. ay virtually no regard 
to the laws of health. Strict legislation 
is needed to rectify all this lack 
of care. A Milk Bi!’ was promised last 
year, but so far it has not seen the light, 
and the children continue to suffer. The 
Clean Milk Society and other interested 
bodies are pressing for it; and in all 
probability their pressure will have an 
effect shortly. The bill, when ;: appears, 
must be drastic in its terms. Tt must make 
any avoidable remissness. among dairymen, 
distributors or retailers an offence liable 
to severe penalties; it must amend the 
Food and Drugs Act so far as that Act 
affects milk; and it mus: extend and 
intensify the present systez: of sampling 
and testing. The consequences of impure 
milk are far too serious to be overlooked, 
and the public cannot protect itself. 
Whether the milkman’s failure to supply 
pure milk is dictated by actual neglect or 
merely by ignorance of what constitutes 
impurity, the result is the same; and the 
same measures must be taken in either 
case for the defence of the public.

New Jerusalem. 


Change is a condition of progress, but 
some places and things have associations 
which make the very notion of change 
repugnant to sensitive minds, A Special 
Correspondent of The Times furnishes a 
vivid account of the change which has 
overtaken Jerusalem since the Great War ; 
and it will provoke mingled feelings in 
reverent Christians. They. will learn with 
gratitude that, though architectural! 
change is rampant, the ancient, sacred, 
historical Jerusalem will not be submerged. 
The Old City, over which Jesus wept, 
stands compact within its walls, like an 
island. It is surrounded by a circle of 
religious and charitable foundations, repre- 
senting the Christian Churches of all the 
world. Outside this circle rises the new, 
post-War Jerusalem, a modern city of 
trade, bustle and innumerable contrasts. 
It contains Government buildings, the 
Jewish University, the King David Hotel, 
the new “ 1,000,000 dollars Y.M.C.A.,’’ 
banks, warehouses, newspaper offices, | 
picture-houses, and shops which display 
the elegant wares of Paris and London. 
With further gratitude Bible-lovers will 
learn that ‘‘ the general aspect of the 
new Jerusalem is not repellent, as the new 
quarters of modern towns usually are.’’ 
The natural building material is an 
excellent local limestone, and so the 
houses, however promiscuously grouped, 
escape a shoddy or jerry-built effect. 
Venerated names shine in strange, and 
sometimes disturbing, contexts through 
the writer’s description. Bethlehem has 
become a.workers’ suburb. Joppa, men- 
tioned in an inscription of Sennacherib, 
is connected with Jerusalem by an efficient 
service of motor omnibuses. It is, however, 
the human element in the new Jerusalem 
which offers the most startling challenge 
to the old traditions. Before the War the 
greater number of the 40,000 inhabitants 
‘lived either by or for religion or 
charity.” Now there is a fresh population 
of nearly 60,000 persons, whose interests 
are distinctly secular and practical. 
Jerusalem is the centre of large administra- 
tions, military and civil; she is more 
efiectively the capital of Palestine than 
at any former time in her millennial 
history. 


The National Stud. 


The annual report on trading accounts 
and balance sheets for the National Stud 
at Tully, Co. Kildare, which was issued 
this week, shows that the establishment 
was run at a loss of £21,644 during 1951. 
For the previous year the loss was only 
£700. Accumulated profits until the end 
of 19351, however, amounted to a net sum 
of £96,539. According to the report, the 
loss is attributable mainly to the fall in 
blood-stock prices, the large reduction in 
the service fees earned by the stud 
stallions, and the death of four valuable 
horses. The average price for twenty-four 
horses sold was £426, as compared with 
£867 for nineteen horses in the preceding 
year, and £1,593 for twenty-seven animals 
in 1929. We hesitate to predict the results 
of the National Stud’s trading for 1932 ; for 
the economic war broke out jn the middle 
of that year, and the sale of blood-stock 
now has virtually ceased. In February of 
last year Sir John Gilmour, who then 
was Minister for Agriculture in the 
British Government, announced that the 
National Stud would. be maintained, 
“ subject to reconsideration at a later 
date.’’ Whether or not the new Minister 
for Agriculture takes the same view of the 
situation remains to be seen. The National 
Stud helps to maintain not only the price, 
but also the prestige, of Irish blood-stock ; 
and its disappearance would be a national 
calamity. It has been one of the best- 
managed institutions in Ireland, and we 
hope that, if the necessity should arise, 
the Free State Government will make 
every effort to save it from extinction.

Restrictions on Hetels.

It gives hotels and restau- 
rants the right to supply intoxicants up 
to midnight in London, and up to 11 
o’clock throughout the provinces. ‘The bil! 
will receive a second reading on March 
ól1st, and its promoters hope that it will 
be passed, since it has the Travel Associa- 
tion, the Automobile Association and the 
Royal Automobile Club behind it. Air. 
Bracewell Smith points out that hotels are 
still subject to archaic restrictions. If 
he wishes, he says, to add a new bathroom 
to his hotel, he must apply first to the 
licensing authorities.

War Upon Locusts. 


The War Office is making a stern attac! 
on the locust, and its chemical! research 
works are trying to find the most effective 
poison with which to attack swarms o! 
these insects from the air. Last week four 
crates, containing a thousand locusts, were 
brought by air from Kenya, but only th: 
hundred survived to face the attacks tha!

The su 
vivors will bo treated with sodium arsenite 
dust and creosote spray, both of which 
have been used effectively in locust

DEFENCE PLAN UPSET. 

The Japanese advance has been facili- 
tated by the defection of General Sun 
Tien-ying, a former subordinate of the 
“ Christian” General, Feng Yu-hsiang, 
thus upsetting Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
liang’s carefully-prepared plan of de 
fence. 

With the two important strategic 
centres, Chihfeng and Lingyuan, in thei? 
hands, the Japanese forces spent yester- 
day mainly consolidating their gains. 
They have found it necessary to allow the 
transports time to catch up with the fight- 
ing force, bringing them provisions and 
munitions, while the troops have been 
taking a much-needed rest ‘after their 
strenuous exertions since February 25th. 

Details of the fighting received in Tokyo 
are not complete, but official quarters 
there are satisfied that the Japanese 
troops have ‘performed great feats of en- 
durance, particularly the Mogi Cavairy 
and the Hattori: Brigade. 

Averaging more than fifty miles a day, 
the Mogi Cavalry swept across the arid 
wastes of the ‘Eastern Gobi Desert under 
Arctic conditions, before finally fighting 
their way into Chihfeng. 

Contrary to previous reports, an official 
chmmuniqué issued yesterday, declares 
that the Mogi Cavalry encountered con- 
siderable resistance from the Chinese at 
Chihfeng before they managed to take the 
city. 

The vanguard of the Hattori Brigade on 
Wednesday covered 50 miles through the 
mountains, fighting a number of stiff en- 
gagements-on the way. . 

The country to the west of the Ling- 
yuan Pass is not so difficult as that al- 
ready covered by the Japanese, who are 
now confident of taking the capital with- 
out serious resistance. 


HOW LINGYUAN FELL. 


The capture of Lingyuan was dramatic. 
The advance guard of the Hattori Brigade 
in motor trucks advanced at dawn from 
a point 50 miles away to Lingyuan, which 
appeared to be deserted. When they 
were close to their objective the Chinese 
suddenly launched a terrific counter- 
attack, and for two hours rained shells 
and hand-grenades on the small Japanese 
detachment, which was for some time in

an extremely perilous position. At length 
the Japanese aircraft arrived, and loosed 
destruction from the skies on the Chinese, 
blasting their troops, camels, horses and 
supplies to pieces, and completely destroy- 
ing the moral of the troops, who | broke 
and fied. 

The Japanese in their trucks pursued 
the Chinese, mowing them down with 
machine-guns, and in the evening the

The Chinese version of the fighting 


states that while the Japanese were at- 
tacking Tamiao, near Chaoyang, a. bat- 
talion of Chinese troops a few miles south 
of Tamiao went over to the Japanese, 
thus letting them in at a vital point. 

The Japanese troops poured through, 
causing consternation in the Chinese 
lines. In the meanwhile, on the extreme 
right of the Chinese flank, 20,000 Japa- 
nese were fighting one of the fiercest en- 
‘gagements of the campaign. They managed 
to turn the Chinese flank, mi the 
retreat of two of Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
liany’s brigades. | 

These Chinese brigades fell back on 
Lingyuan, to which the firet disaster 
near Tamiao had opened a clear path 
for the Japanese. 


FILLING THE BREACH. 


Lingyuan was defended by two brigades 
of Marshal Chang’s troops, and as soon 
as the news of the disaster was known 
in Jehol City two brigades at Ping- 
chuan, forty miles west of Lingyuan, 
started hurriedly towards wig ome 

At 1 p.m. yesterday fierce fighting was 
going on at Lingyuan. The Chinese troops 
were established in execellent positions 
on the hills along the back of the city, 
from which the Japanese artillery and 
bombs were endeavouring to drive them, 
and at dusk it was reported ‘that the 
Japanese had been driven out of the city. 

A rumour is circulating in Tokyo to 
the effect that the Chinese troops in Jehol 
City are rioting, and that General Tang- 
yu-ling is preparing to flee. 

Meanwhile, the Mongol Camel Corps, 
co-operating with the Japanese and 
Manchukuo troops, is reported to be 
leaving Kailu for the purpose of clearing 
out the bandits and insurgents in the 
north-west section of Jehol.

PUBLIC OFEICIALS' OATH. 

The Road Trafhc Bill is also familiar to 
deputies, as it was introduced on a former 
occasion, and propelled over a great, deal 
of the path towards the Statute Book by 
the Government's predecessors in office. 
Therefore, when Mr. O'Kelly, the Minister 
for Local Government, moved the second 
reading of this resurrected measure, his 
motion was agreed to without much 
comment. Very different was the reception 
given to the new Local Government Bill, 

This is thé measure under which the 
Government propose to abolish the oath 
of allegiance to the State, which is pre- 
scribed for public officials, and not only 
that, but to grant local authorities power 
to restore emoluments which might 
have been lost by officials as a 
result of their failure to subscribe to 
the necessary declaration since 1925. 
Questioned as to the. cost, Mr. O’Kelly 
confessed that he had no idea, except that 
in the case of the Dublin Corporation it 
would approximate to £3,000. 

In a thoughtful speech against the bill 
Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald drew a distinc- 
tion between the form of oath dealt with in 
this bill and that which was tobe abolished 
in. the. Government’s other Oath Bill. 
The latter; he pointed out, could be mis- 
represented as being an oath of allegiance 
to a foreign monarch, but the declaration 
taken ‘by public officials bound them only 
to loyalty to the Free State and faithful 
performance of their duties, 

“ This bill, to my mind,” he exclaimed, 
““is completely null and void. It declares 
that we do not owe allegiance to the State, 
but that the Government will be able to 
give money from the State finances to 
people who are traitors to this-eountry.”’ 


PICTURESQUE LANGUAGE. 

Once the Dail gets on to discussion of 
constitutional questions,- it seems inevit- 
able that reality must give place to 
retrospect, and so, after the bill had beer 
blessed by Mr. Keyes, of -the Labour 
Party, and Mr. MacDermot—although 
the latter made the reservation that he 
would have liked to see its operation 
limited to the future—there came the 
usual crop of recriminations from the 
civil war. 

Not satisfied even with this favourite 
topic, Mr. Corry treated the House to a 
speech on the economic war, and then 
momentarily startled deputies by threaten- 
ing that, if the Opposition persisted in 
their present policy, “we shall take some 
more of them out and get rid of them.”

Quite what is Mr. O’Kelly’s notion of a 
‘test ’’ it would be interesting to dis- 
cover; for he drew a remarkably fine 
distinction after he had replied to the 
argument of Mr. McMenamin, one of the 
Cumann na nGaedheal deputies, that 
every other country in the world imposed 
such a test on its public officials as the bill 
proposed to abolish. “ I have made in- 

uiries, and I cannot find that in France, 

ermany, Italy and the United States 
there is any oath,’’ was the Minister's 
answer to this. 

Mr. MacDermot promptly rose to correct 
him in regard to the United States, but 
Mr. O’Kelly insisted that he had got his 
information from a number of highly- 
placed officials there. 

“You have to sign a test even to get 
into the United States,” smiled Mr. Mac- 
Dermot, but still the Vice-President 
would not agree. 

““I have been there a number of times,” 
he de@ared triumphantly, “ and I did not 
sign any test.” 

“1 am so to contradict the Vice- 
President,”’ Mr. MacDermot persisted, 
““but he could not have looked carefully 
at the paper which he had to sign at the 
shipping office. In that he had to declare 
that he was not a bigamist or an anarchist, 
and that he would not try to overthrow 
the Government by force.”’

HITLER’S DRAMATIC 
MOVE.

REICHSTAG TO MEET IN

A DRAMATIC gesture was made by the 
Hitlerite Government to-day, when it 
was decided to hold the opening meeting 
of the rfew Reichstag after Sunday's elec- 
tion in the garrison church, Potsdam, a 
shrine of Hohenzollern tradition. 

In the crypt of this church lie the 
coffins containing the mortal remains of 
Frederick William the First, and of his 
son, Prussia’s hero, Frederick the Great, 
who symbolises for German Nationalists 
the might and greatness to which they 
hope Chancellor Hitler will restore the 
natiou. . 

On this hallowed spot it is certain that 
no Cummunist deputies, and probably no 
Socialists either, will be allowed to tread. 

The Government thus plans to adjourn 
the Keichstag for an indefinite period, so 
as to proceed with the execution of Chan- 
cellor Hitler’s four-year programme. 

When Herr Hitler makes his first 
speech to the Reichstag—of which he is 
not yet a member—he will scarcely fail 
to remind his hearers of the historic spot 
on which they stand. He will make the 
most of the atmosphere of patriotic tradi- 
tion which clings to the church. 

He will be able to point to the scarred 
battle flags, relics of Prussia’s war of 
liberty against Napoleon, which adorn its 
walls. it was beside Frederick the 
Great’s coffin that Napoleon is stated to 
have remarked to his entourage: ‘‘ If he 
were still living we would not be here’’ ; 
and it was in here that Czar Alexander 
the First of Russia and Frederick the 
— of Prussia swore eternal friend- 
ship. 


A CHANGE OF FLAG. 


Another significant move made to-day 
was the decision of the Prussian Commis- 
sary Government that the familiar repub- 
lican black, red and gold flag need no 
longer be flown on Government buildings. 
Officials are empowered to fly either the 
Prussian black and white colours or—on 
days of mourning for those who fell in the 
World War—the former imperial black, 
white and red. 

Many Germans regard this as the first 
step towards the total abolition of the 
republican flag. 

e Reich Cabinet decided to-day to 
take vigorous measures aguinst foreign 
newspaper correspondents who ‘‘ quote in 
a malicious manner and furnish provoca- 
tive reports concerning the Government.”’ 

Street-clashes between Nazis and Com- 
munists and Socialists are reported from 
various parts of the country, involving 
three deaths and many injuries. 

Police action against persons suspected 
of sympathising with Communists con- 
tinues throughout the country. Several 
thousand arrests have nuw been made, 
Over 2,000 peruse are stated to have been 
arrested in the Prussian Provinces of West- 
phalia and the Rhineland. 

Prisoners are not allowed to receive 
visitors.

SCENE OF THE OCCURRENCE. 


From Our Own CorRRESPONDENT. 
OMAGH, Thursday. 


Omagh was startled this morning when 
a passenger train, travelling at about forty 
miles an hour, from Belfast to Enniskillen 
was derailed near the town and the pas- 
senger coaches wrecked. 

The point at which the derailment 
occurred is what is locally known as the 
market branch junction, where a single 
track branches from the permanent way 
to Omagh market goods station. The rail- 
way approaches the junction at a high 


ij elevation and crosses a railway bridge 


over the River Drumragh. Immediately 
after the junction the line enters a cutting, 
and it was here that the carriages were 
derailed, 

The train left Belfast at about 8.30 
a.m., but was running more than half an 
hour behind scheduled time owing to the 
large amount of general merchandise 
which it was conveying. The first thing 
that attracted the passengers’ attention 
was the sudden, application of the brakes. 
Immediately’ afterwards “the carriages 
swayed violently,.and, leaving the track, 
broke from each other, and with a crash- 
ing noise were hurled up the sides of the 
embankment and scattered in all direc- 
tions. 


GREAT DAMAGE, 


The wheels and mechanical parts of the 
vehicles were torn from the bodies, and 
the scene immediately afterwards was 
indescribable. Carriages lay with their 
bodies upside down, their ends telescoped ; 
goods vans were hurled off the line and 
telescoped ; trucks containing merchandise 
were lying in all conceivable shapes across 
the track. The most astonishing feature 
of the derailment was the fact that, 
although a wagon laden with cattle from 
the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society's 
Show was partially wrecked, the cattle 
escaped without injury. 

The passengers had a very nerve-racking 
experience as the carriages somersaulted 
on to the embankment to crash down 
again on the rails. The noise was heard 
all over the town and brought hundreds of 
people scurrying in the direction of the 
railway. 

The driver of the train was James 
Hobson, one of the best-known and experi- 
enced drivers of the Great Northern Rail- 
way. The fireman was Joseph Brookes 
and the guard David Coleman. The entire 
train crew escaped without injury. 


DOCTORS ON THE SCENE. 


One of the most fortunate aspects of the 
occurrence was the fact that the engine 
and tender, although diverted towards the 
goods stration, remained on the track. 

After the smash an ambulance and 
doctors were quickly on the scene, and 


people, who came to the rescue, lifted 
them from the broken carriages. 
one was fatally injured. 

After working ia half an hour ine 
doctors were able to announce that none 
of the passengers’ injuries were so serious 
as to cause grave anxiety. John Donahoe, 
an aged ex-policeman, from Sixmilecross, 
who had received several gashes to ais 
head, appeared to be the most serious. 
The injured were conveyed to the Tyrone 
County Hospital, but after having their 
injuries dressed the majority were able 
to proceed to their destinations, and on)y 
five remained in hospital last night. 
Twenty-one persons were injured.

THE SETTING OF THE

When the engine passed over the points 
he looked back and saw that the carriage 
next the engine was wobbling. The draw 
bar of the carriage broke, and the carriage 
immediately toppled over the bank. 

The front portion of the train became 
detached from the back portion, which 
proceeded in the direction of the main 
station for a short distance. The carriages 
and wagons ran off the line and fell down 
the embankment.

CRITICISED.

SCHEMES 


On a total vote of £182,051, of which 
£15,125 was the Supplementary Estimate for 
Unemployment Insurance, the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, Mr. LEMASS, said 
that there were various increases in this vote. 
In the first place there was an increase of 
£9,590 in the amount required for salaries 
and wages for increased staffs owing to the 
revised system of registration. There also 
was additiona) staff required to deal with 
claims, because of the fact that in giving 
employment in relief works preference was 
given to people not in receipt of unemploy- 
ment insurance benefit. That q@eated new 
claims. The adoption of the Government’s 
new scheme of registration had entailed an 
increase in expenses for travelling ,telephone 
calls, and other matters. During the course 
of the year the income of the unemployment 
fund from the sale of stamps was consider- 
ably higher than that which was estimated at 
the beginning of the year. In other words, 
the amount of insurable employment had. in- 
creased, but the State’s contribution had 
also to be increased. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (Cumann na nGaed- 
heal, Tipperary) said that he had hoped the 
Minister would have given more informa- 
tion, in view particularly of the very drastic 
changes to be made regarding unemployment 
insurance, and that he would have tried to 
justify the scheme which his Government 
had introduced last year, whereby many of 
those who were most in need of employment 
could not secure employment, and whereby 
the responsibility was placed on the branch 
managers of the exchanges to supply the 
names to employers, and particularly the 
county surveyors or town surveyors, of the 
men available for employment, 


A BAD SCHEME. 


It was agreed by even members of the 
Fianna Fail Party, who. were in touch with 
the actual conditions ofthe country, that 
the scheme issued by the Minister last year 
was the worst possible scheme. He was in- 
formed that a new scheme provided for mar- 
ried men getting one month's employment in 
any particular scheme that might be going, 
and that at the end of the month they were 
dismissed, and that single men, with or with- 
out dependents, were then taken on for a fort- 
night, and then dismissed. 

Mr. LEMASS—The deputy’s information is, 
as usual, incorrect. I admit that changes 
have been made. . : 

Mr. MORRISSEY said that, nó matter how 
bad unemployment was under the last 
administration, it was much worse to-day. 

Mr. HOGAN (Lab., Clare) said that he 
hoped that the representations made by public 
men and penis bodies throughout the 
country would have intuced the Minister to 
have removed the grave disadvantages and 
hardships that were imposed on the workers 
by the labour exchanges. People were allowed 
to register in exchanges who had no justifica- 
tion for registration. He knew of men who 
had nine or ten cows who were working out- 
side the doors of poor men with nine or ten 
in family, and no land at all.

“Me , 
ROAD TRAFFIC BILL. 


DAMAGES FOR NEGLIGENT 
DRIVING. . . 


Mr. 8. T.. O KELLY ae for Local 
Government and Public Health) moved the 
second ‘reading of the Road Traffic Bill. . 
Having explained’ the main ‘provisions of 
the bill, as already published, the Minister 
‘said that few measures «which come 
before the House had been so often introduced 
as the Road Traffic Bill.

He felt that hv. could 
look to all parties. to make the bill meet in 
every way the necessities of modern traffic, 
and, above all, to safeguard lile and limb on 
the public roads.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT 


BILL, 1933. 


The MINISTER for LOCAL GOVERN. 
MENT and PUBLIC HEALTH also moved 
the second stage of the Local Government 
Bill, 1933. He said that the bill's primary 
obiect was to end the discrimination which 
the enactment of Section 71 of the Local 
Government Act of 1925 enabled the Govern- 
ment and certain local authorities to enforce 
in recent years for the purpose of preventing 
persons holding Republican óir opinions 
securing employment to which they were 
justly entitled. It also empowered local 
authorities to employ persons who, though 
fully qualified and properly elected to a post 
in the gift of certain local authorities, were 
denied such employment because of an objec- 
tion to subscribe to the. declaration of 
allegiance. The bill also ‘would enable local 
authorities to pay to officers in their service 
remunerations and increments of salary, sanc: 
tion to the payment of which. was denied 
since 1925 because of failure to subscribe to 
the declaration. get

no authority in that Parliament, but pre- 
sumably recognised that some party of people 
outside, who had been responsible for manv 
dastardly acts, could claim submission from 
the people, Members of the Fianna Fail 

y had denounced the Cumann na 
nGaedheal Party on the ground that they 
were a coercionist aig F Cumann na 
nGaedheal recognised that they owed a duty 
to the people, and that the people owed a 
duty of ' allegiance, and the vase majority: 
of the people gave that allegiance out of the 
mere dictates of their conscience, . 


COERCTONIST. 


exclusively coercionist, The Government was 
recogiising that by its owm declaration it had 
no authority to claim the allegiance of the 
people, and no authority’ except its control 
of armed forces, and that the people of the 
country did not owe its allegiance. 

The Government could change the Consti- 
tution, and change ‘the State into a Re ublic 
if they wished, hut they could not a solve 
the people from their allegiance to the State. 
The bill was completely null and void. Every 
week in An Phoblacht they could read de- 
-clargtions from bodies largely responsible for 
putting the present Government into power 
that. they owed no allegiance to the Irish 
Free State. The bill, apparently, had been 
introduced for the purpose of placating those 
people, The bill, in fact, was equivalent to 
a dpclendtion that the State was only a 
party concern, and, in his view,, was a dis- 
graceful and immoral proposal, —. i 
Alderman KEYES. (Lab., Limerick), said 
that he-could not follow Deputy Fitzgerald's 
reasoning. The bill did not mean that. people 
would. be absolved from their allegiance to 
the State, but it would remove a test which 
was a stigma imposed by the legislation of 
a Cumann na nGaedheal. Government. 


“AN OUTRAGE.” 
Mr. McMENAMIN (Cumann no nGaedheal, 
Donegal) opposed the bill, expressing wonder 
as to the direction in which the country 
was heading. . He did not. know of any 
country in which a citizen entering into 
public ba ok LHe was absolved from all 
duty or obligation to the State which ba 
him. It was an outrage, without precedent 
on the taxpayérs to make any such proposal. 
Mr. FRANK MacDERMOT (Centre Party, 
Roscommon) said that the imposition of the 
test Served a useful purpose in times of civil 
war and rebellion, but the time for oaths, 
declarations, and tests had passed, and he 


| was thoroughly in favour of abolishing this 


test in future. 

Mr, MARTIN CORRY (Fianna Fail, Cork 
E.), supporting the bill, said that the test 
was a penal one, which had deprived every- 
one 0: evs employment who was not will- 
ing to a political “ hack ” of the party 
then in power, . He knew. men who left 
college in 1918 and fought in the civil war, 
and subsequently. went in for -Cayil. Service 
examinations. They got high marks in those 
examinations,.. but... because. they. would not 
submit to this test they were deprived cf 
employment from 1924 to 1932. It was time 
for victimisation of that kind to end. Deputy 
Fitzgerald had been very ‘hy ry about the 
duty of people to the State. But what about 
the depatics paid’ out of State funds who, 
during the -past twelve. months, had been 
manufacturing bullets for the enemy to fire 
back at them ? 


*“ BACK ” PAY. 
Mr. R. MULCAHY said that the bill pro- 
posed in effect that “ back ” pay should be 
yen to men who had spent their time im 
estroying public EL One, for instance, 
was an employé of the Cork County Council 
who spent, his time destroying Mallow Bridge. 
Mr. Mulcahy. asked if the country was 
now to pay such a man “‘ back’’ time lost in 
imprisonment or internment. 
Ir. GORRY—He was doing his duty to 
the Republic you forswore., 
Mr. MULCAHY said that in the beginning 
of last January, when some of them 
attempted to address their constituents in 
O'Connell street, Dublin, followers of the 
Fianna Fail Party attempted, with a con- 
siderable amount of violence and some suc- 
cess, to prevent the meeting being held. That 
attempt was only raca by the action of 
certain courageous citirens, and members oí 
the Government were now threatening those 
courageous citizens that, in so far as they 
were employés of local bodies, or persons 
who had served the State as National Army 
soldiers, or Irish Volunteers before that, the 
State was going to step in and deprive them 
of their employment under local bodies, or of 
their pensions from State funds, because they 
acted the part of courageous citizens. 
The DEPUTY-SPEAKER said that these 
matters did not arise on the bill. 
Mr. MULCAHY said that he was dis- 
cussing the policy of the Government as 
regards local employés, He was showing that 
certain employés of local bodies were being 
threatened with penalties for exerting their 
ordinary rights and responsibilities as citizens 
by the very people who invited local 
authorities to pay back wages to various 
persons who committed destruction for which 
the said local authorities had to pay. 
The DEPUTY-SPEAKER safd that there 
was nothing about that in the bill, and he 
would not allow that to be discussed. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. O’KELLY, replying to the debate, 
said that a declaration of this kind would 
not force allegiance where it did not exist, 
or ensure more loyal service. If loyalty to 
the public authority were not in the hearts 
or minds of the individual citizen or official, 
no declaration of this kind forced upon them 
would make them loyal. 

He recalled that this Oath test: was not 
in the bill originally introduced by the 
Cumann na En we á Government, tt had 
been introduced by a very narrow-minded, 
bigoted, anti-Republican person—a person of 
the most fanatical character, not for the pur- 
pose of securing loyalty to the State, or better 
service, but for the deliberate purpose of pre- 
venting anybody who would not sign it, 
whether Republican or not, from continuing 
im the public service.

the lines were not on duty. There would 
be no reason for the employment of 
skilled drivers, surfacemen and all the 
other railway workers if the services 
could be carried on by amateurs without 
the usual activities of the men mentioned.

The Road Fund had in the past two 
financial years taken over a burden from the 
Exchequer in respect of unemployment relief 
works on roads approved by the Ministry of 
Labour, and formerly finaticed from the votes 
accounted for by that Ministry.

No interest would 
be charged against the Road Fund, but, as a 
set-off, the fund would contribute a sum 
of £50,000 per annum for the next seven 
years to the Exchequer, and the shortage

It hon. members suggested that this was an 
undue burden on the Road Fund, he could 
only reply that the money was — applied 
to road works, and that the Northern 
Exchequer was in no more favourable position 
than the Road Fund to meet this burden. It 
had been arranged that the cost of the un- 
employed relief schemes on roads, approved 
by the Ministry of Labour, would in future 
become, as it was until two years ag, a charge 
on voted money, and would not be imposed 
upon the Road Fund. 


CRITICAL CHORUS. 

Colonel Gordon (Unionist) said that they

Mr. Johnstone (Unionist) said that the 
Government were adopting the hire-purchase 
system concerning the roads, and were to 
repay the money by some sleight-of-hand 
methods. He could not see how extra taxa- 
tion could be avoided nex. year. 

Mr. Nixon (Independent; stated that, con- 
sidering the levity with which the matter 
under discussion was approached, it was 
dificult to imagine’ that what was at the 
back of the whole question was distress and 
starvation, largely created by the in- 
competence of the Government, _ ; 
Sir Robert Lynn (Unionist) said that as a 
result of the raid on the Road Fund addi- 
tional burdens would be shifted to the local 
authorities, which they would be unable to 


bear. 

Mr. Beattie (Labour) said that the Govern- 
ment had failed as statesmen. They had 
brought Ulster to a position of bankruptcy. 
They were getting desperate, and had to get 
money wherever they could. He would not 
be surprised if the next raid were on the 
banks, 


FINANCE MINISTER’S REPLY. 
Mr. Pollock (Minister of Finance), reply- 
ing to the bh denied that the Govern- 
ment were in a state of bankruptcy. They 
were affected by world depression. 

When Mr. Beattie inquired what amount 
they owed to Great Britain, Mr. Pollock re- 
plied that they were a part of Great Britain, 
and the question did not arise.

The money resolution. was passed, and the 
House adjourned until Tuesday next.

IRISH GAELIC LITERATURE.

‘Trish Gaelic .Literature—Its Vicissitudes 
and Potentialities,’’ was the subject of a 
aper read at last night's meeting of the 
ublin University Philosophical Society, Mr. 
E. M. Wood, President, in the chair. 
The paper was read by Mr. William War- 
nock, Auditor of the Dublin University 
Gaelic Society, and was written by Mr. E. G. 
Quin. 
In the courss of his paper Mr. Quin said 
that the prevalence of indifference and ignor- 
ance with regard to Irish literature were 
bound to obscure the real significance of the 
literature The first and best-known group 
of Iris’: manuscripts dealt with the Ulster 
dynasty which appeared to have flourished in 
or about the beginning of the Christian era, 
The next ges was a purely mythological 
She which dealt chiefly with the Tuatha 
é Danann, who were supposed to have been 
gods in Ireland before the arrival of Chris- 
tianity. They were seen in conflict with 
other supernatutal peers. and very often on 
intimate terms wit ls. It was in the 
accounts of ni to the “other world” 
that the much-vaunted Celtic imaginative 
noes were displayed to their fullest extent. 
The themes vf the stories brought into use 
much beautiful and imaginative descriptions, 
and the stories were very often interspersed 
with versc. 
The Ossianie cycle in Irish literature, which 
had ‘the most influence on other literatures, 
and has obtained the most notoriety—largely 
due to the famous ‘‘affaire Macpherson ' 
had cor-e down to them in somewhat later 
versions than the other two mentioned, but 
was bly as ancient in origin.

In view of the extension of banking restric. 
tions, the recent support given to the Stock 
Exchange is considered reassuring, but 
operators do not anticipate a sustained rally 
until the pressuré on hi h-grade bonds has 
been lifted. The mark displayed un- 
certainty during initial dealings, but sub- 
sequently developed a steadier undertone, with 
prices on the up-grade. There was, however, 
a set-back im the late trading. Sales to-day 
reached 1,009,000 shares. 

The market opened easy, but, after a mild 
sinking spell, prices recovered fractionally, 
although many issues showed losses of from 
1 to 2 points. Loews Incorporated weakened 
following the declaration of a quarterly divi- 
dend of 25 cents, which compares with 75 
cents previously. 

The early selling was not large, but divi- 
dend news, coupled with the spread of bank- 
ing restrictions, resulted in monetary weak- 
ness. Fresh buying, which developed in the 
early afternoon, resulted in partial rallies. 
International Business Machine advanced on 
the 1982 report, showing a net income of 
$6,408,000, equivalent to $9.11 per share, com- 
pared with $7,422,000, or $10.55 per share, in 
193). 

Brokers reported moderate selling from the 
areas affected by restricted banking activities, 
but consider the market to be m a fairly good 
technical position. Moreover, shorts to-day 
adopted a cautious attitude, on the theory 
that any decisive action to ameliorate the 
banking situation might result in a sharp 
rally. 

In the later dealings the previous rallies
